TAFT’S PROGRAM 
DELAYS ACTION 
ON THE TARIFF 


President Advises Postponement 


Until the Tariff Board 
Reports, 


SAYS IMMEDIATE ACTION 
WOULD HARM BUSINESS 


If Taft’s Wishes Are Met, the 
Extra Term of Congress Will 
Be Devoted to Reciprocity 
First, Permanent Tariff Board 
Second, Then a ‘Speedy Ad- 


journment. 


Columbia, 8. C., March 19.—Presi{dent 
Taft, according to present plans, will 
confine his message to the extra ses- 
sion of congress, to be convened on 
April 4, to Canadian reciprocity, and 
to the establishment of a permanent 
tariff board. 

The president is convinced that the 
country desires and that it ought to 
desire, a further revision of several 
schedules of the Payne-Aldrich act. 
He feels that the woolen schedule, 
schedule K, is particularly indefens!i- 
ble, it is said, and he is anxious that 
it shall be revised at an early date. 

Revision in Light of Invéstigation. 

The president is equally convinced, 
however, that the country desires that 
revisions of the future shall be made 
in the light of the solentific informa- 
tion which !t is the duty of the tariff 
board to collect. So, at this time, it 
is said he rather inclines to the idea 
that no schedule should be v revised 
upon which the tariff board is not 
ready with tts information. The pres- 
ident said he would direct tHe tem- 
porary board to make a report on the 
woolen schedule by December 1, next. 
Personally, he would like very much 
for congress to wait until that time, 
and not attempt to revise any of the 
schedules at the extra session. He will 
give the matter further consideration, 
however, after he reaches Washington. 

If Mr. Taft’s present wishes were 
met, the extra session would devote it- 
self to reciprocity first, the permanent 
tariff board second, and then a speedy 
adjournment and a postponement of 
the revision. of the textife schedules 
until the tariff board is ready to maka 
report. 

The woolen schedule would be ready 
at that time, the appropriation bill car- 
rvying a fund for the tariff board con- 
tains a proviso to that effect. This 
does away with the possibility of de- 
lay. 

Taft Expects Democratic Aid. 

President Taft frankly expects the 
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cratic senate of the sixty-second con- 
gress to help him carry out a program 
of scientific revision of the tariff. He 
hopes that another year will mark 
great progress in that direction. He 
is particularly, anxious, however, that 
the revision shall be made in accord- 
ance with his established policy of lift- 
ing the tariff as far as possible ont of 
the realm of politics and placing it. as 
is done in Germany. upon a scientific, 
non-partisan and disinterested basis.

With the arrival in Mexico 
City of Senor Jose Yves Liman- 
tour, minister of finance, Pres- 
ident Diaz will begin a series of 
conferences which it is expected 
will result in the announcement 
within three or four days of a 
reorganized cabinet. Minister 
Limantour will present an expo- 
sition of the demands of the 
revolutionists and the changes 
in the official family of Presi- 
dent Diaz as well as the insti- 
stitution of reforms which are 
expected to appease the insur- 
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gents. 

In the meantime President 
Taft, who arrives here tomorrow 
morning from Augusta, Ga., will 
confer with Ambassador de la 
Barra and there is good ground 
for the assumption that the 
troops HOw concentrated in Tex- 
as immediately will begin a 
series of maneuvers and return 
shortly to their posts.

Favorable Action---The Ques- 
tion Now Pending in Several 
Legislatures---No Time Limit

New York, March 19.—Nine more 
states must ratify the proposed federal 
income tax amendment before it can 
become a part of the constitution. Re- 
ports received here from the capitals 
of the forty-six states show that the 
amendment has received favorablé ac- 
tion in the joint legislature of twenty- 


six. 

Three states, Vermont, Rhode Island 
and Utah, have refused to ratify the 
amendment at this year’s legislature, 
while New Hampehire has taken favor- 
able action in one branch of the legis- 
lature only. 

Where Question Is Now Pending. 

Among the sixteen which have not 
yet acted this year, the question is now 
pending in the legislatures of Louisi- 
New York, Massachusetts, Maine, 
Pennsylvania and New 


ana, 
Connecticut, 
Jereey. 

The matter is scheduled to come be- 
fore the legislature of Florida next 
month. West Virginia has “postponed” 
action, the states of Arkansas, 
Tennessee, Wyoming, Minnesota and 
Delaware have not considered the mat-

“The congress shall have power to 
lay and collect taxes on incomes, from 
whatever sources derived, without ap- 
portionment/ among the several states 
and without regard to any census enu- | 
meration.”

Tuskegee Negro Educator Badly 
Beaten Up by White Man 
in New York 


WASHINGTON 1S ACCUSED 
OF INSULTING MARS WIFE 


|Negro Arrested After Long 


Chase and His Agsailant Also 
Held--- Washington Refused 
to Give Police His Name at 
First--Negro Sent to Hospital 
to Get Wounds Dressed. 


New York, March 19.—(Special.)— 
Booker T. Washington was brought 
into the West Sixty-eighth Street po- 
lice station tonight by a policeman 
who had chased him up Central Park, 
West, after a scuffle in a hallway at 
11% West Sixty-third street. 

Albert Ulrich, a carpenter, was ar- 
rested on Washington's complaint, 
charged with asault. Ulrich told the 
police that he had found Washington 
peering through a key-hole an 
apartment at that address. Washing- 
ton had two or three scalp wounds and 
was taken to Flower hospital for treat- 


in 


ment. 

This is the story as Ulrich told it 
the police tonight: 

He said that his wife had left’ her 
rooms at about 9 o’clock to give one 
of her dogs an airing. She found in 
the hallway a negro who smiled at her 
as she pased out. He was well dress- 
ed and bowed as he passed. He was 
still there when she came back and 
again bowed, she said. 

Acaquses Washington of Familiarity. 

Mrs. Ulrich presently set out again 
with another dog, and as she passed 
again smiled, she 
thought, and when she came back he 
addressed her in a familiar manner. 
When she got inside she told her hus- 
band what she had seen. 

Ulrich put on his coat and passed 
out of the apartment’ on to West" 
Sixty-third ‘street. The negro was 
still in the hall. He talked a few 
(minutes with some friends on the 
street. After a few minutes’ delay he 
returned and then, so he told the po- 
lice, he found the negro  ~»peering 
through a keyhole into the apartment 
of Frank Rezett, a chauffeur, who has 
rooms on the ground floor. 

“What are you doing here?’ 
rich says he asked him. 

The negro made no reply, but struck 
out, barely missing Ulrich. Then he 
ran past him out into West Sixty- 
third street. ' 


Crowd Chases Washington. 
A number of Ulrich’s friends who 


were still in the street, ‘took up the 
The negro ran toward Central 
Park, West, then started north 
with the crowd after him. . 
He fel] once, picked himself, up, fell 
again and then a third time. Police- 
man Kierney took up the chase and 
took Washington to the West Sixty- 
eighth station house, with Ulrich 
going along also.

Smith, asking him 
to go to the home of Smith's cousin, 
also named Smith, at 11% West Sixty- 
third street. f 

We said that this evening he first 
went to church and got to the Sixty- 
third street address about 9:15 p. m. 
He saiq that he lookeg at the names 
on the bells in-the vestibule of 11%, 
which is an apartment house, and was 
unable to find anyone named Smith.

DANIEL ATTACKS 
PLEA FUR PARDON

regarding the release of Stripling 
might not be as unanimous in Atlanta 
as I had been led to believe. 

“Thou Shalt Not Kill.” 

“In my sermon tonight I took as my 
text, ‘Thou shalt not kill.’ I began by 
Saying that a jury of supposedly in- 
telligent and impartial men had con- 
victed Thomas E. Stripling of murder, 
and that a supposedly impartial judge 
had sentenced him. He escaped, went 
to Danville and became chief of police. 
There he had the name of being a good 
father and husband. 

“He was captured and brought back 
to Georgia. After reaching here he 
states that he had killed because of 
an insult offered to his wife and sister. 
For this reason, and because, he says, 
he has shown his repentance by stand- 
ing well in Danville for fourteen years, 
he asks a pardon. The public, with an 
unreasoning sympathy, immediately 
clamors that he be released by the 
governor's pardoning power. 

“Now, in the first place, does a man 
who is a criminal in one way have to 
be a criminal in every way? Did Strip- 
ling show his repentance by being a 
good father and husband? Did he show 
any sign of repentance by surrender- 
ing? He did not surrender, and there 
is no evidence of repentance;in his re- 
turn to Georgia, brought back as he 
was by officers of the law. He seemed 
only sorry that he was caught. The 
public has no reason for believing in 
his penitence simply on his statement. 

Still a Moral Culprit. 

“The fact that he had been this long 
a fugitive, and by his own confession, 
has no sort of regret for his act, eith- 
er the court which tried him did him 
a great injustice, or he is still a moral 
culprit. Here is a man who shot an- 
other in the night while the man who. 
was killed was quietly sitting in his 
own home. Twelve men in Stripling’s 
own county, where an opportunity vio 
establish the facts, especially relatin« 
to the alleged insult to the wife and 
sister, was ignored, believed-heyond a 
reasonable doubt that he was guiity 
of premeditated murder. If he was a 
murderer then, repentance or no rs- 
pentance, he is a murderer now. Jo- 
Sseph’s brethren were just as guilty 
of treachery when they appeared be- 
fore him when he was prime minister 
as they were twenty years. before, 
when, bloody coat in hand, they told 
Jacob his youngest son was dead. 

“If this man is guilty of murder, if 
the governor and pardon board give 
him his freedom, then it will be one 
of the greatest blows to the safety of 
society. The governor would be disre- 
garding the sanctity of government 
and constituted authority, and the re- 
Bult would be that the people would 
yield to the growing spirit of lawlesa- 
ness, and human life will become one 
of the cheapest things in the consid- 
eration of society. 

“The news of a murderer being par- 
doned simply because of the iact he 
has lived a respectable life would re- 
sult in the direct impeachment of the 
state’s right to inflict capital punish- 
ment. It would be a direct encourage- 
ment to every lawless man in in2 com- 
munity to proceed on the theory’ that 
anything is right provided one 4odas 
not get caught, and that one was ab- 
solved from crime if he escaped. It 
would beget in the minds of tne youn 
the tendency to violate the law, an 
would encourage lawlessness amonz 
many who are strengthened by tie 
present rules. 

Act of Guilty Man, 

“If Stripling was innocent, why did 
he not appeal his case to a higher 
court after his conviction. Failing in 
‘his, why did he not bring it to the 
notice of the pardon board, and finally, 
why did he not carry it to the govern- 
or? Instead of doing these things he 
committed the act of a guilty man, 
he escaped, never to be seen again un- 
til brought back in charge of the law. 

“Tl have tried to be impartial in my 
discussion of this case, and to act 
without fear or favor. I have nothing 
against Stripling. If he is innocent I 
would be glad to see him pardoned, 
but | wish to protest against any ua- 
thinking sympathy casting into our 
midst a murderer. If he can prove ais 
innocence, or at least his charges 
against the man he killed, he should 
be pardoned. But simply because a 
man, who has acknowledged he has not 
a regret for the killing of a fellow be- 
ing, has lived for fourteen years as 
a member of the church and a leader’ 
among the lawabiding, is no reason he 
shou! not suffer the penalty a just 
law fixed upon him for the breaking of 
one of the most serious conimands, 
‘Thou Shalt Not Kill!”

It is probable that the nepotism or- 
dinance will come up before council 
this afternoon, although the ordinance 
committee has not framed a report on 
it, as it is the same ordinance which 
council turned down two weeks ago 
and as the ordinance committee has 
always been unanimously in its favor 
it is belleved that a favorable report 
can be signed while council is in ses- 


sion. 

The fate of the ordinance is in con- 
siderable doubt, as council is belleved 
to be about evenly divided on it. If 
two or three changes are made in the

The special sinecure committee may 
be dismissed and the whole matter of 
making recommendations about city 
hall jobs be left to the mayor. Coun- 
cilman Chambers says that since the 
committee has failed to hold a meete 
ing, he will introduce a resolution to 
place the matter in the hands of the 
mayor. 

An important matter to be consid- 
ered is the screen ordinance, which will 
be recommended by the board of health. 
The ordinance requires screens to be 
placed on doors and windows of all 
stores dealing in foodstuffs and over all 
wagons peddling fruit and vegetables. 
It also makes special provisions for the 
handling of bread. It is “believed the 
ordinance will be adopted. It is to go 
into effect the first of April. 

Councilman Evins will introduce an 
ordinance making a-building line for 
Peachtree street, so there will be no 
more buildings erected which would 
interfere with the widening of the 
street between Ellis street and Forrest 
avenue.

At any rate, new facts are constantly coming to light to show 
the utter demoralization and almost hopeless split in the republican 
ranks.

MORE ATTRACTIVE COURSES 


FOR GEORGIA HIGH SCHOOLS 


Macon, Ga., March 19.—(Special.)—- 
More attractive high school courses, 
particulariy in commercial, industrial 
ang manu&l] training, will be recom- 
mended to the state by the conven- 
tion of the Georgia Educational] Asso- 
ciation, when it meets tn Macon on 
April 27-29. 

This has been decideq upon by a 
special committee of the association 
appointed for that express purpose, 
which is still in session here. The 
committee has agreed upon a report 
which makes a complete revision of 
the high school system in Georgia. In 
a general way the following courses 
will be recommended to the associa- 
tion, with the certainty of adoptien 
practically without change: ~ 

Four-year High Schools — Four 


eeurses of study, comprising a clas- 
sical course, modern language and sci- 
entific course, as a preparation for 
college; a general course, and a com- 
mercial and industrial course for stu- 
dents who would probably not want 
to enter college after graduation. 

Three-year High Schools — Three 
courses of study, comprising the clas- 
sical, general, and commercial-indus- 
trial courses. 

Two-year High Scheols—A 
course of study. 

Beginning next fall, Macon will 
adopt the four-year system, instead 
of the three-year course, which is now 
in vogue here. Similar changes, in 
line with the above recommendations, 
will be made in practically every high 
school in the state.

Announcement Made at 
Bible Conference. 


His Acceptance Is Conditional 
Upon Vacation for Dr. Len 
G. Broughton, the Tabernacle 
Pastor -- Thousands Present 
at the Closing Services. 


Dr. G. Campbell Morgan, who left at 
midnight last night on the first stage 
of his journey home to London, an- 
nounced in his evening sermon at the 
Tabernacle that he hoped to return to 
Atlanta in June to preach the dedica- 
tory sermon at the opening of the new 
Tabernacle. His return was _ condi- 
tioned, however, he said, on the Taber- 
nacle’s insisting that its pastor, Dr. 
Len G. Broughton, should take a much- 
needed vacation of several months, in 
which to recuperate. 

This announcement, which was re- 
ceived with great applause by the 
large audience, followed a few pre- 
liminary remarks made by Dr. Brough- 
ton. The popular Atlanta pastor, after 
reviewing his friendship of many years 
with Dr. Morgan, said that he had 
thought it a great pity that his friend 
should not dedicate the new Taber- 
nacle, as had been planned. 

And He Winked. 

“As Dr. Morgan and I were taking 
dinner together at the Piedmont _to- 
night I told h that I wished he 
could be with us‘in June to preach the 
opening sermon in the new building. 

“Dr. Morgan paused a moment and 
then said: “Why don’t you ask me?’ 

“Why don’t you give me a wink? 
I said. 

“And he wunk!”’ 

Dr. Morgan, who then arose to ad- 
dress the congregation, stated that he 
had not intended Dr. Broughton to 
make this announcement of what he 
had considered merely an understand- 
ing between two friends. “However,” 
he continued, “I am willing to stand 
absolutely by this statement. If by 
my coming to the opening of the new 
Tabernacle in June I could gecure for 
Dr. Broughton two or three months 
of absolute rest, | would sweep every- 
thing else aside to fill the engage- 
ment. 

“I know that the time has come 
when he mus’ have some relief from 
his work or you may lose him alto- 
gether. If he doesn’t want to go on 
a vacation you must take him by the 
scruff of the neck and throw him out.” 

“You can do anything you make up 
your mind to here in Atlanta. It is 
not only a church matter, -but a city 
matter that this man should be pre- 
served to carry on the work of God 
in Atlanta. I pray to God that you 
give this matter your serious consid- 
eration.”’ 

Great Throng Present. 

So great was the throng of people 
that came to hear the last sermon by 
Dr. Morgan that hundreds were turned 
away. Every available space in the 
Tabernacle was filled. 

Even the baptistry behind the pul- 
pit held its quota and Dr. Broughton, 
suspecting that a number of the occu- 
pants were Methodists, threatened to 
have the water turned on. 

Dr. Morgan took for his text the 
concluding words of the 15th, 16th and 
l7th verses of John xxi.: “Feed My 
lambs, shepherd My sheep, feed My 
sheep.” 

These words with which Christ ad- 
dressed Peter are commonly interpret- 
ed as meaning that Peter should take 
charge of the church, said Dr. Morgan. 
This interpretation the speaker con- 
sidered far too narrow, it being his 
opinion ée¢that Ohrist meant by the 
words “lambs” and “sheep,” all men, 
whether {n the church or out of it. 
In proof of this opinion he quoted 
other statements made by Christ when 
His use of the terms undoubted in- 
cluded sinners and those who had gone 
astray. 

‘‘Lord help us,”’ he said, 
gathered here at this conference mere- 
ly to feed our Own spiritual souls. It 
is the duty of every Christian to feed 
the Lord’s sheep, the outcasts, the sin- 
ners. And you can’t do this until you 
have been filled with a great love for 
Christ. If you merely place Christ on 
a line with Buddha, Confucius and 
other prophets you cannot carry on 
this great work. You need the love 
and strength of the Son of God.” 

Charles Butler Sings. 

Charles Butler, whose singing, in 
connection with that of his wife, has 
been one of the features of the con- 
ference, rendered a solo with great 
beauty and expression, 

During the evening Dr. Broughton 
expressed great pleasure over the suc- 
cess of the conference and thanked 
the speakers for their messages and 
the members of the audience for their 
support. A collection taken up during 
the evening compfeted the amount 
necessary to defray all expenses of the 
conference. 

Dr. Morgan will spend Tuesday in 
New York, arranging business affairs 
with his publishers there, and will sail 
for London Wednésday on the Lusi- 
tania.

SAYS ELLENWOOD

nevertheless display a curious mental 
mistiness' when they attempt to estab- 
lish for us a satisfactory premise upon 
which we may work out our conclusions 
regarding the source and persist- 
ency of the ethics and morality of ‘the 
g00d old days’ toward whose waning 
golden afternoon these two brothers 
turn so ardently. 

“Bishop Candler regales us with a 
mass of statistics, designed to demon- 
Strate that the world is rapidly de- 
clining in morality, and that our much 
vaunted philanthropy which finds vent 
in sO many avenues of human service 
in these days is ‘but an effort to stop 
the flow of blood which runs from the 
wounds we have made.’ 

“Nevertheless, we do not so easily 
forget that it is usually considered in- 
cumbent upon a public teacher to stick 
reasonably close to the facts. And one 
wonders why a teacher, so fond of sta- 
tistics as Bishop Candler has proven 
himself to be, should not have recourse 
to the statistics, which are abundant 
and available, which would prove the 
truth or falsity of his insinuation that 
liberalism in religion § instinctively 
breeds crime. If his contentions be 
true, then we must expect to find in 
all of our penal institutions a  cor- 
respondingly disproportionate number 
of the avowed disciples of this danger- 
ous heresy. And what is it that we 
really do find? Just this: 

“A careful examination of tffe sta- 
tistics of the prisons all over the land 
will reveal the presence of an astonish- 
ingly small proportion of the repre- 
sentatives of the two liberal'religions— 
and this taking into consideration, of 
course, the relatively smaller number 
of the adherents of these two modes 
of faith. The statistics of the United 
States penitentiary at Atlanta may be 
taken as characteristic. Out of a total 
number of 1,239 prisoners in confine- 
ment there during last year, there was 
one Unitarian and one Universalist. 
while the total of all orthodox Chris- 
tian sects was 963. 


Misanthropic Disclaimer. 


“Ours is an age of growing intelli- 
gence and fearlessness and directness 
in thinking, notwithstanding the mis- 
anthropic disclaimer of Bishop Kilgo, 
who rushes to the defense of dogma 
with the terrifying charge of the ‘hope- 
less idiocy’ of the broad-minded men 
of today. In his case, too, we must 
temper indignation with charity, even 
when he lays upon his brethren whose 
faith in the living God has outgrown 
the bishop’s doctrinal swaddling clothes, 
the ugly libel of dishonesty and un- 
reliability. 

“It would indeed be a splendid serv- 
ice rendered to the great church of the 
sweet-spirited and progressive Wes- 
leys, and thus to the heart-hungry hu- 
man race, if some means might be de- 
vised to restore to these brethren an 
unshaken faith in God. 

“The sort of religion which the 
world most needs today is a religion 
based, not on faith in the Bible, nor

DEMOCRATS PLAN 
TARIFE CAMPAILN 


No Riders for the Cana- 
dian Reciprocity Bill. 


That Measure Will Be Rushed 
Through, and Then the Dem- 
ocrats Will Work on Revision 
of Schedules of the, Payne- 
Aldrich Act. 


Washington, March 19.—It is the ex- 
pectation of Chairman Underwood that 
the democratic members of the house 
committee on ways and means will be- 
gin work on tariff questions some 
time during the coming week, and that 
by the time the extraordinary session 
of congress is convened on April 4 
some plan will have been mapped out 
to govern the committee’s procedure, 
after the bill to carry out the Canadian 
reciprocity has been framed. 

The most complex question that will 
come before the committee is whether 
any tariff questions will be placed 
upon the Canadian bill ag riders, or 
whether such schedules as the com- 
mittee decides should be revised shal) 
be treated as separate measures. 

Hearings Will Be Demanded. 

The certainty that hearings would 
be demanded by ‘producing and man- 
ufacturing interests affected by any 
proposed revision of the tariff may de- 
termine the ways and means commit- 
tee not to complicate the Canadian 
question with consideration of such 
schedules as wool and woolens, cotton 
or agricultural! implements. The ma- 
jority of the committee is a unit in 
favor of the Canadian agreement, and 
it is belleved that the decision will be 
to keep separate from other tariff 
matters, and take up schedules after 
the Canadian bill hag been sent tv 
the senate. 

Contrary to the general report, Rep- 
resentative Peters, of Massachusetts, 
will not introduce the Canadian bDiil, 
which will be presented almest imme- 
diately upon the convention of the 
special session to carry out the terms 
of the agreement. That honor will fall 
to Chairman Underwood, following the 
practice of having revenue measures 
presented by the chairman of the ways 
and means committee. The bill, how- 
ever, will be the one framed in the 
committee, and will be Known as &@ 
committee measure. 

No General Revision as Rider. 


Although the prospects are that the 
Canadian bill will not carry a general 
tariff revision as a rider it is not im- 
probable that it may go a great deal 
further than the McCall bill, which 
passed the house in the last session. 
At the same time the McCall bill will 
be followed so far as it was designed 
to carry out the terms of the agree- 
ment with Canada. The difference be- 
tween that measure and the one which 
will come from the democratic com- 
mittee probably will be in the nature 
of an additional provision which would 
give to the president the power to 
enter into freer commercial relations 
with Canada in respect to articles not 
named by Mme agreement. 

Such a paragraph may be built upon 
the plan of section 3 of the Dingley 
act. That provision, known as the 
trading section of the Dingley law, 
enabled the president, without consul- 
tation with congress, to enter into 
negotiations with other countries for 
mutual tariff concesstong on certain 
stipulated articles, even to the extent 
of suspending absolutely the imposi- 
tion and collection of duties. 

Free Trade With Canada, 

Most of the democrats in congress 
are in favor of absolute free trade with 
Canada, but they realize that they 
have not the power to legislate to 
that end. Their course would be, 
therefore, to put the authority in the 
hands of the president, to exercise 
with such countries as Canada, by 
action of its parliament, might con- 
sent. Such a provision, it is said, 
would not in any way involve the ex- 
isting agreement. 

The tntroduction of such a provision 
in tue Canadian bill might necessitate 
a very slight change in the agreement 
itself. That agreement was patterned 
after the language of the Dingley act, 
rather than the later Payne-Aldrica 
act. Under the former the. words, 
“articles the growth, product or man- 
ufacture of,” were held by decisions 
of the general appraisers to be too 
broad. They permitted the introdu-:- 
tion of articles which were assembled 
in a foreign country comprised of 
parts manufactured in countries to 
which the concession was not intended 
to apply. Cognizance of this fact was 
taken by the framers of the Payne- 
Aldrich law and the word, “wholly” 
was made a prefix to the words, “the 
growth, product or manufacture of.” 

Narrowed the Law. 

The effect was to narrow the appli- 
cationof the law to the original ‘n- 
tent of congress. The Canadian agres- 
ment, as negotiated by the two coun- 
tries, does not contain the word 
“wholly.” Many of the tariff experts 
regard this as an oversight and think 
that it should be rectified. in the 
event of the adoption of an additional 
section which would enable the presi- 
dent to extend the agreement at some 
future time, these experts would con- 
sider the use of the word “whoiiy” to 
be absolutely necessar-. 

Members of the ways and means 
committee mean to take steps to indi- 
cate their intention to proceed with a 
revision of the tariff in the event they 
fail to tack any revisions of schedules 
on the Canadian bill They say they 
will make it clear that they will fol- 
low the Canadian bill with one of two 
schedules in any event, and that the 
house will be held in session long 
enough to give the senate opportunity 
to act. It is the general opinion that 
the Canadian agreement will be sent 
to the senate by May 1, less than thir- 
ty days after the special session is 
called to order. 

Reciprocity in Senate. 

It is impossible to estimate how long 
the Canadian question will be before 
the senate. 

No action can be taken at this time 
even to ascertain sentiment, for nearly 
half of the finance committee was 
decimated by death and the fickleness 
of political fortune, and the vacancies 
will have to be filled before any action 
can be taken. At is almost a certainty 
that Senator Penrose will be the chair- 
man of the committee, but there is 
sure to be a struggle over the ques- 
tion of filling the vacancies. Of course, 
the friends of the Canadian agreement 
will try to have the vacancies filled 


with men friendly to that measure, but

INTERCULTURAL FERTILIZING. 

HM. M. Cook, Fitzgerald, Ga.—Now

There is no special 
method of preparing the land for cotton. 
it in small grain 
(oats) last fall. But as you did not 
then it would have been well to have 
broken it flush in October and sown 
some cover crop to be turned under 
about this time. At any rate I would 
now either break it broadcast or bed 
and re-bed. If you break broadcast, 
you should by Ist. to 10th of April open 
rows 3% feet apart, put in your fer- 
tilizer and list on it, subsequently fin- 
ishing the beds, harrowing them 
lengthwise just before planting and 
put 25 to 40 pounds of nitrate of soda 


in the furrows with the seed, or on top 


of the covered seed. I think a 10—4-——4 
carries too much nitrogen and potash 
for second year’s soil; 10——-2—2 
cost less and give, probably, just as 
g0O0d results. (.) This being a ‘“‘sandy 
loam,’’ perhaps once breaking into 
broad, flat beds (bedding on the fer- 
tilizer) would probably be sufficient, 
provided you shall harrow the beds so 
as to somewhat reduce their height 
and produce a mellow seed bed just be- 
fore planting, and plant in the center 
of the bed, in a deep, well-opened fur- 
row. The 10—4—4 would do better for 
corn (on this land) than for cotton; 
but it contains about twice as much 
potash as required and is a little short 
in nitrogen. This shortage could easily 
and profitably be made good by’ top- 
dressing with nitrate of soda, using 
say, 15 lbs. for every 200 lbs. of the 
l0--4-—-4 that you may apply per acre. 
(8.) It would depend material! on how 
muchg fertilizer you shall apply per 
acre. An expected yield of 50 bushels 
per acre would require the corn to be 
about 4x8, one stalk ina place. 4. Ifa 
x00d season in the grouid, last week in 
August or very early in September, so 
as to secure a good growth before win- 
ter sets in. 


PICKLED PORK—SOME QUESTIONS. 

M. K. V., Laurel, Miss.—In Constitu- 
tion of March 6, you advised one man 
to make pickled pork of his hegs about 
the last of March. 

(1) Will you please tell me just how 
tor*pickle the meat? 

(2) Also, what number of odd rows 
of corn may an ear have? 

(3) Is the horn of a healthy adult 
cow hollow or solid? 

Answer: (1) Cut up the pork, when 
cool, in pieces about 6 inches square. 
Rub each piece well with fine, common 
salt, and pack closely in a tight barrel, 
and Jet it stand overnight. Next day 
weigh out 10 pounds of salt and 2 
ounces of saltpeter for each 100 pounds 
of meat, and dissolve tn 4 gallons of 
boiling water. When this brine is cold 
pour it over the meat, weight so as to 
keep the meat under the brine and 
cover well. Keep the meat under brine 
until used. 

(2) I have never seen an ear of corn 
having an odd number of rows under 
normal conditions. It is possible for a 
worm to penetrate the husk and cut 
away all the silks attached to the 
grains of a row, but it is not probable. 
We often see where one or two, or 
more, grains have failed to develop 
because the silks from those grains 
were not fertilized by pollen. 

(3) All healthy adult cows’ horns are 
lined with a hollow, bony lining (called 
the ‘‘core’’), and are therefore hollow.

HEN MANURE AND CHEMICALS FOR 
COTTON.

MOON-BLIND (7?) HORSE. 
S R. A. Jasper, Ga.—I have a horse 
that got his eye hurt some- way and 
it inflamed and did not clear up the 
way I want it to. It is still milky, 
and has a smal! streak running up 
and down across the eye just in front 
of.the pupil of the eye. It has beey 
hurt about two weeks. 
Thanking you in advance for any 
help you can give me. 
Answer.—You do not say how your 
horse’s eye was hurt and I therefore 
suspect it was not hurt by a blow 
er scratch or other viglence, but that 
the inflamed condition was really an 
attack of “moon-blindness,” as it is 
commonly called, periodic ophthalmia 
being the correct name. If I am _ cor- 
rect in this surmise the eye will be 
attacked in the same way in the 
course of several weeks, or possibly 
longer, from the time of the last at- 
tack. These attacks will continue 
periodically (uence the name), each 
time leaving the eye a little more 
clouded until finally the sight will be 
destroved. The disease will then at- 
tack the other eye and run. its per- 
iodic course until the sight of that 
eye is also destroyed. By proper and 
many cases the tota] blindness may 
be deferred or postponed for years, 
even to old age, and the animal may 
die of some disease before going 
blind. The treatment is as follows: 
As soon, every time, as an attack is 
seen to be coming on, put the horse 
in a moderately dark place and 
bathe the eye with cold water for 10 
or 15 minutes 3 times a day and af- 
ter each bathing put into the eye a 
few drops of a solution of 10 grains 
of sugar of lead, 10 drops of lauda- 
num and 11-2 ounces of water.
